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THE DON ALLEN STORY

A few months ago, I urged readers 
in my column in the Canberra 
Chronicle to give extra support to 
the Cosmos to help them climb 
away from the bottom of the 
league. That the Cosmos have done 
so is, I am sure, due to that extra 
support. 


But what would not have been 
known to those reading the column, 
was that its contents were really 
reminiscences of a former football 
(soccer) genius who played at 
international level in every position 
from goalkeeper to centre forward. 
Indeed if playing today, Manchester 
United could not afford to sign me. 
In any case, as I once lived in 
Barnsley, I doubt they'd try. 


And now I'll continue with my remi- 
niscences. My football career start- 
ed when I was about five years old. 
The stadia I played in , school play- 
grounds. the streets and the yard 
behind my tenement home, had 
pitches covered by bitumen or 
gravel; goalposts of jackets and 
pullovers; and the ball either an 
empty tin can or a tennis ball. 


Because of the damage done to my 
shoes playing with the latter I was 
usually rewarded with a clip around 
the ear from my mother. I was a 
football martyr. Nevertheless, in 
those stadia, myself and other mar- 
tyrs, watched by the world’s small- 
est crowds played some of the 
world’s greatest international foot- 
ball matches. 


Although at five I had never attend- 
ed a game, the names of stars of 
Scottish football at that time, 
Delaney - Celtic, Dawson - Rangers, 
Ferrier - Motherwell, to name but a 
few, were as well known to me as 
the names Ronaldo, Schmeichel, 
and Gullit are to football support- 
ers of today. Of course, had I been 
twelve yeas older the former would 
have spent most of their time on 
the bench. 


My career took off, however, when, 
aged eleven, I went to high school 
and was picked to play in the 
school team with another ten puta- 
tive Scottish International football 
stars. And though I realised that 
learning Latin, French and Greek 
was important, at the time, playing 
football was more important. 


Wearing the team strip was also 
more important than wearing the 
school uniform: it was even the pre- 
ferred dress in bed. Let me say to 
readers who think shorty pyjamas a 


recent creation that I was wearing 
them more than fifty years ago. 


To play in the school team, howev- 
er, one needed a pair of football 
boots. Unfortunately I didn’t have 
any and my family could not afford 
to buy them for me. But dedicated 
footballers are not to be defeated: I 
raised money to buy boots by deliv- 
ering groceries and newspapers. 


But owning a pair of boots didn’t 
always guarantee making the 
school team. Many aspiring stars 
could not adapt the skills learnt 
playing with tin cans and tennis 
balls to playing with a match ball. 


But of those who adapted, what 
skills many of them had. Some 
could dribble and control the ball 
as if it was stuck to the toes of their 
boots, in much the same way as the 
football maestros from South 
America do today. 


Sadly, from the early fifties on, foot- 
ball in Britain became a game of biff 
and bash. Real football skills got 
lost due to increasing affluence. 
Fortunately, those skills are return- 
ing. The irony is, they are being 
imported from South America - via 
Europe - because the South 
Americans retained the skills origi- 
nally taught them by English and 
Scottish club teams visiting there in 
the nineteen twenties and thirties. 


But what of me? Rare as it is for 
genius and generosity to come in 
one packet (and modesty forbids 
me making such a claim) the truth 
is, I retired early to give lesser play- 
ers their chance. 


Which brings me back to the 
Cosmos. The team does not have 
my tin and tennis ball skills, but I 
could be prepared to make these 
skills available. Thus equipped, the 
Cosmos could then go back to the 
future so that when you see them 
next Monday and on future Monday 
nights, playing the Greatest Game 
In The World at the new Bruce 
Stadium, like the South American 
football maestros, they would 
delight and entertain you. 


And next season they would proba- 
bly do it from the top of the league.

What’s in a name? Probably not a 
wise question to ask our visitors 
tonight, as the South Melbourne 
Lakers have been getting into strife 
over the ‘Lakers’ section of their 
title.

Quite why an American basketball 
club should have the right to tell an 
Australian soccer team what it can 
and cannot call itself is beyond me, 
but that’s another story. 


The question of names has been a 
sensitive issue in Canberra aswell. 
Going back to 1977 the city’s leading 
club has been known by eight titles. 
That's a name change every two-and- 
a-half years on average, and a clear 
case of product identification crisis. 


First there was Canberra City of 
course, followed by the Arrows, 
Olympians, Griffins, Croatia, Metros, 
Deakin and finally Cosmos. 


If the Cosmos remains that next sea- 
son, it will be the longest surviving 
title. Here’s hoping. 


While we’re on the subject, | was 
rifling through some old files at 
work, and came across the first 
attempt by the then Australian 
Soccer Federation to rid the code of 
ethnic names, back in 1980. 


It was decided everyone had to 
change - and it was why the innocu- 
ous City had to become the Arrows. 
The badge designed with it showed a 
Robin Hood figure astride a soccer 
ball aiming a longbow. 


Brisbane strikers were designated 
Gladiators - the strikers title went to 
Leichhardt, now out of the league, 
and Newcastle Breakers, complete 
with Dick Turpin on horseback, were 
known as the Raiders. 


And if it’s any help to South 
Melbourne in a search for a new 
image, their badge showed two 
Greek soldiers firing a cannon over 
the title of Gunners. Back to the 
future perhaps. 


All but one of these titles and 
emblems has been consigned to the 
brimming dustbin of Australian soc- 
cer history. The exception is 
Wollongong Wolves, whose name 
and threatening wolf symbol are 
much as they were 18 years ago.
